1 eating the little open Book, by the Angel's Command, is his put- 
ting it to his Lips, or Kite it, or Swearing to the Veracity of its Con- 
tents. It is impoſſible we ſhould take the Thing in a Literal Senſe. 
Note, The Angel which makes this Bright Appearance, is called 
Another, becauſe he is of another Order and Specie from the Seven: 
The Series of which he a little interrupts, and is the Prodromus to the 
Seventh, whoſe Appearance we may ſpeedily expect a little after this 
Scene is acted. - RE 
As to the Contents of his little open Book, and of his Cry or Speech 
to the Two Prophets, or Witneſſes, and their Anſwer thereto ; as alſo 
the Meaning of his Oath in relation to Tine, and the Myſtery of God, 
I ſhall not here meddlewith. Then 
Only this I cannot help affirming, That ſince there hath not yet 
appeared a Perſon to repreſent the Angel in the Text, and another to 
repreſent John; Two ſuch Perſons muft unavoidably appear, to 
ſpeak and do ſuch Things as are ſaid to be ſpoke and done by them, 
otherwiſe the {aid 10th Chapter had been written in vain. | 
But further, to ſet this Great Truth in a better Light, we ought to 
confider, that the compoſing a Scene is not the Acting of it; nor 
the Shewing a Thing How to be done by an Example or Pattern, isnot 
the real Doing the Thing itſelf. And therefore they, who fay this 
Scene was performed by the Angel and John in St. Jahns Time, may 
as well ſay, That the Beaſt was deſtroyed, Satan bound, and that the 
New Feruſalem was built in St. John's Time; all which Scenes or Vi- 
ſions were Repreſented to him, and indeed only ſhewed and repreſented, 
for there is a proper Time for every Scene to be Really and Truly acted, 
and this is the proper Time for acting of this. FT L 
It bath been hitherto a Secret, to whom the Firſt Angel, ſent by 
Jeſus from Heaven, was more particularly ſent; but it is now clear, 
and out of doubt, for this Angel, in the 1oth Chapter, repre- 
ſenting the ſaid Furft Angel, addreſſeth himſelf to the Two Prophets, | 
or Witneſſes of God, the TWO Chief Heads of his Court and Church | 
below; and conſequently the {aid Firſt Angel was ſent unto them, 
and indeed the Text doth fully prove it, which faith, The Lord God 
of the Holy Prophets (meaning the Two Prophets) hath ſent his Angel | 
to ſbew-(viz. toihew by Pattern or Example) to his Servants, (mean- | 
ing to his Two Witneſſes or Servants,) the Things which rf thortly | 
be 
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be done, viz. Things which they, his Two Prophets or Servants; 
muſt do in their proper Times. RE. ä 
Among which Things preſcribed to the Two Prophets, (by Pattern 
or Example) to be done ; I take the Scene of the 1oth Chapter to be 
one, which is their Duty to ſee performed, according to the clear Di- 
rections in the Text. The Angel which is ſaid fo come down from 
| Heaven, can do nothing without their Authority and Directions they 
being the Two Heads of that Heaven from which: he is ſaid to come 
down: And that Voice which bids the Repreſentative of John to Eat 
or Kiſs the little Book, muſt come from the {aid Heaven ; that is, the 
Court or Government orders hin ſo to do. The Voice from Heaven, 
in a Secondary Senſe is an Order of Court. 

Though I faid I would not meddle with the Angel's Speech or Cry 
to the Iwo Prophets, yet 1 muſt here note, That we are not to doubt, 
but that, amongſt other Things, he notifies to them the Death of the 
Two Witneſſes; and conſequently of the Acceſſion of our Lord to 
the Kingdoms of this World. And when *tis ſaid, as he hath declared 
p his Servants the Prophets: This hath a direct Relation to his Cry 
Pr Declaration made to the ſaid Two Prophets, and not to any for- 
Mer Declaration of God, to the Old Jewiſh Prophets, as hath been hi- 
Wherto generally ſuppoſed. For as under the Fewifh Oeconomy, God is 

Liled, The Lord God of Iſrael; ſo under the Chriſtian, he is ſtiled, 
The Lord God of the Holy Prophets meaning of the Two Prophets, be- 
pre whom he made his Speech or Declaration. 
| They are called Holy Prophets, and His Servants, to diſtinguiſh 
em from an Unholy Pair, who are not His Servants, but the Ser- 
nts of the Dragon, viz. The Beaſt, and Falſe Prophet, who are Two 
Falſe Prophets or Witneſſes. : 
Note alſo, The Firſt Angel ſent from Heaven to John acts not perſo- 
Wally, and is Incognito, as it were, aſſuming no Character till the Firſt 
ropheſie is compleat, and that is in this Chapter, where he appears 
Wot himſelf neither, but by his Proxy ; but fo far he may be faid to 
appear himſelf, fince Qui facit per Alterum facit per ſe. 

In ſhort, there is an Embaily from the Court of Jeſus in Heaven, 
to the Chief Court of Jeſus on Earth Ibis Chief Court is the Britiſſ 
Court, as I have in another Place proved. And the Chief Heads of 
of this Court are the Two Prophets, the Two Witneſſes of God, the 
Two Chief Superintendants over the Firſt Propheſie. 

The Angel, who aſſumes the Character of the Firſt Real Angel, is a 
nief Miniſter in the ſaid Court; and the Perſon who afſumes the 
ZharaQer of St. John is the Chief Secretary of the ſaid Court; and 
rho more proper Repreſentatives? The Angel making his Publick En- 
Wry in an extraordinary Manner, by the Authority and Approbation 
df the Court, (which is Heaven) demands Audience of the Two 
Prophets, and hath it; and declares before them both by Word and 
Oath, that the Firſt Prophecy, over which they are Superintendants, 
having accompliſhed its End, ſhall at ſuch a certain Time be finiſhed; 
and conſequently, that-a New Miſſion or Prophecy muſt enſue, and 
that too from the Throne, | 
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The Anſwer to this Meſſage, or Embaſſy, is not wrote, but forbid 
to be wrote; but we may reaſonably ſuppoſe, that after tis made, 
the Prohibition will be taken off, and that it will be Printed and Pub- 
liſhed by Anthority. And the King or Queen's Speech in Anſwer 
may well be called Seven Thunders, becauſe tis always accompanied | 
with Thunder, viz. The Guns. | | 
But let me a little further expoſtulate the Matter, tis moſt certain | 
that this Scene is too Shining and Glorious to be perform'd without the 
whole VVorld knowing of it, which 1s an Argument that it is not yet 
performed. And before it be ated, the Two Prophets muſt be ſuffici- 
ently convinced, that tis their Duty to command it; and the Two 
Actors under the ſtrongeſt Conviction, tis their Duty to obey | 
them.

There never yet was an Embaſſy ſent without a Secretary, nor was 
ever Embaſſy ſent to the People, but to the Court: Nor was ever 
Ambaſſador ſent, but he was received according to the Quality of his 
Maſter: And though an Ambaſſador might ſpeak in a Foreign | 
Tongue, yet he either brings his Interpreter along with him, or the | 


„ Court to which he is ſent uſually provides one, ſo that he may be 


'* underſtood. Now, Shall Jeſus fend an Ambatlador to his Court be- 
low without a Secretary 2 Shall not his Ambaſlador be received ac- | 
cording to his Quality? Shall he never be underſtood? Shall there be 
no Interpreter found to expound his Meſſage ? Far be it from a Rea- 
ſonable Man to think any of theſe Things; the Time is come, that 
God will be found Juſt and True in all his VVays, and all Men found

; certainly theſe Things mu ſhortly be done, J have not on- 
iy formed an Eſſay of the Angel's Cry, but alſo of his Little Open Book, 
the Laſt of which I am ready to deliver into Your Lordſhip's Hands 
whenever you ſhall pleaſe to command it. oy SG 

To conclude, The Seven Trumpet Angels are Prieſts, the Seventh 
whereof is the Chief of the Spiritual Order, viz. an Archbiſhop, and 
our Angel is called Another, as being of Another Order, viz. of the 
Temporal Order, and the Glorious Appearancs he makes, makes it 
not in the leaſt to be doubted, but that he is the Chief and Mof 
Honotirable of his own Order. Now whether the Two preſent 
Chief Miniſters of the Britiſh Court ſhall perform the aforemen- 
tioned Scene or Embaſſy, I cannot and dare not determine, leaving 
that to them; but this I think I may ſafely fix and conclude upon, 
That let the Senſe of the ſaid Scene be what it will, and aged when 


it will, Two Chief Britiſh Miniſters Muſt act the ſame.
